AN UNWARRANTED SPECIAL PRI VILEGE. 

_. There has been widespread amazement and condemnation on the part of 
lithe press of the country as the result of The Constitution’s exposure of the 
extensive use, particularly by republican political committees in the recent 
| éampaign, of the congressional frank for the. purpose of circulating through 
the mails free of cost partisan political literature. . 

Some others have taken it as a matter of course and, while condemning 
it, replied, “Oh, yes, both parties do it. What is there to stop them?” 

In the first place, the spirit and purpose of the law extending the 
franking ‘privilege, even if it is lacking in the letter, and in the next, @ 
general sense of right and decency ought to prove sufficient deterrent, 
though it is evident they have not. 

There is only one thing that is going to stop the abuse: CONGRES- 
SIONAL ENACTMENT ABOLISHING THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE, OR 
CONFINING IT SOLELY TO THE ORIGINALLY INTENDED PURPOSE, 
THE MAILING OF PURELY CONGRESSIONAL MATTER TO THE CON- 
GRESSMAN’S CONSTITUENTS WITHIN THE BORDERS OF HIS OWN 
DISTRICT. : | 

Congress owes it as a duty to the nation to make impossible the future 
circulation through the mails free of cost of partisan political documents. 

There is no telling how many thousands of pounds of republican cam- 
paign literature of the most caustic and partisan nature were circulated free 
through the mails under the frank of Congressman. H. C. Loudenslager, of 
New Jersey, secretary of the republican congressional campaign committee. 

It may also have been done, as is claimed, by the democrats. If it was, 
it did not come to our attention. Unquestionably, however, ‘the republicans 
were responsible for the most flagrant and outrageous abuse of the congres- 
sional franking privilege. | 

It is morally wrong and it ought to be made legally wrong. 

If it is right and proper, why should the republicans or any other party 
pay any postage at all for the circulation of partisan campaign documents?

There should be no temporizing, no leaving of loopholes for future vio 
lations; the public will be satisfied with nothing less than a plain, outright 
declaration that will effectually end the abuse.

The splendid charity work this institution has done in a quiet, unher- 
alded, Christian way has led to a serjous deficit in ite finances. 

Deficits cause dissension, impaired usefulness and loss of enthusiasm. 
As a@ money-making proposition, the hospital could have proven an un- 
bounded success. Its records of patients treated is unquestioned proof of 
this. But it was established primarily to do charity work. The care of 
patients who were able and willing to pay was made secondary. 

With receipts from all sources of less than $16,000, the hospital since 
its establishment has dome charity work that at regular rates would have 
brought in $30.000. The deficit now is only $6,000—reduced to this by prof- 
its from the pay patients. 

It is inconceivable that so worthy a charity should be allowed to fai] 
for lack of support. The lack of ostentation, publicity and display which 
has marked its operation must be set down as the main cause of its finan- 


‘cial embarrassment.

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CONTEST OVER PROHI LAW 
NOT YET CONCLUDED 


Argument Was Made Before Judge 
Newman Yesterday by Attor- 
neys Mayson and Felder. 

The Christian Moerlein Brewing Com- 
pany and the Chattanooga Brewing 
Company’s injunction proceedings 
against Solicitor of the Superior Court 
C. D. Hif, City Attorney Mayson, Chief 
of Police Jennings and other city off- 
cials, which wag opened before Hon. 
William T. Newman, judge of the 
United States court Thursday morning, 
occupied the session throughout the 

day yesterday. 

Briefly stated, the brewing companies 
named and others on the last day of 
last year, the day before the prohibi- 
tion law became effective, asked Judge 
Newman to restrain the ‘enforcement 
of the act, asserting that it: was illegal 
because it was not passed according to 
the state constitution. 

When court convened yesterday 
morning City Attorney Mayson had 
the floor, and for an hour or more add- 
ed to his argument of the day before, 
in which he claimed that the act was 
legal in every way, and denied the 
allegations of the lawyers for the mov- 
ants. Mr. Mayson was followed by T. 
B. Felder, of counsel for the brewers, 
Mr. Felder declared that the act was 
not legally passed, and cited that the 
State constitution says that: 

“No bill shall become a law unless it 
shall"receive a majority of the votes 
of all the members elected % each 
house of the general assembly, and it 
shall in every instance so appear on 
the journal.”’ 

Mr. Felder then admitted that the 
bill passed the senate in regular form, 
but declared that when it went to the 
house a number of amendments were 
added, and that when it was sent back 
to the senate its passage was irregular, 
because when the amended bill was 
passed by the senate it was by less 
than twenty-three—less than the con- 
stRutional majority. 

_ After Mr. Felder shall have concluded 
this morning, Judge Spencer Afkinson 
will address the court. City Attorney 
Mayson will conclude the argument 
after Mr. Atkinson shall have finished.
